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Speeders 

targeted 

following 

tragedy 

ACTION will be taken to 
tackle speeding drivers 
along a busy road in Smeth¬ 
wick where a 23-year-old 
died in a horrific crash. 

It was the second fatal 
accident in less than 12 
months on Thimblemill 
Road prompting police to 
look at how to make the 
road safer. Richie Nelson, 
aged 23, died after suffering 
a cardiac arrest when the 
car he was driving hit a tree 
last month. 

In December, retired tool- 
maker Alan Jones, aged 67, 
was knocked down as he 
crossed the street. Police 
have announced a plan to 
clamp down on motorists 
flouting the 30mph speed 
limit by bringing in mobile 
speed cameras. 

Officers are also in talks 
with the council about more 
permanent measures which 
would help to improve 
safety for both drivers and 
pedestrians. 

The move has been sup¬ 
ported by ward council¬ 
lor Richard Marshall: “It 
has been a been an issue 
for some time.It is a long, 
winding road but there are 
straight stretches where 
people tend to travel faster 
than they should. 

Changes will include the 
renewal of yellow lines, new 
signage and a narrowing of 
the road in some places by 
extending the kerbs. 

Man injured 
in collision 

A MAN suffered a head in¬ 
jury after colliding with a 
car in the Black Country. 

The accident happened 
at the junction of Tollhouse 
Way and Rolfe Street, in 
Smethwick, at around 
1.30pm on Monday. 

The Midlands Air Am¬ 
bulance was sent initially 
to help the pedestrian, a 
man believed to in his 70s. 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service spokesman Chris 
Kowalik said he was immo¬ 
bilised on a spinal board and 
was taken by road to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital. 


FURY AT 'SICK' 
GRAVES ATTACK 


FAMILIES of those buried at a 
Sandwell cemetery targeted by van¬ 
dals have told of their distress and 
disgust at the ‘sick’ crime. 

Around 70 memorials at Rowley Regis cem¬ 
etery, on Powke Lane, were found wrecked on 
Monday morning, with many having their fas- 
cias ripped off and contents strewn around. 


Worried relatives were 
visiting the cemetery 
throughout the day on Tues¬ 
day to find out if their loved 
ones’ memorials - some of 
which contain ashes - had 
been affected, with extra 
staff on hand. 

Meanwhile, Sandwell 
Council opened a hotline 
for those concerned for the 
welfare of their memorials, 
and the local authority has 
also been directly contacting 
those affected. 

Police officers have been 
patrolling the graveyard 
since, while the damage has 
been repaired by council 
workers, but there has been 
an outpouring of anger and 
disbelief from relatives. 

Personal 

Maria Thompson, origi¬ 
nally from Rowley Regis and 
now living in Wednesfield, 
has around a dozen fam¬ 
ily members buried at the 
graveyard. She said: “There 
are a lot of sick people in 
this world and they obvi¬ 
ously have nothing better to 
do with their time. 

“You would think that 
even the sickest of people 
would leave memorials 
alone, but apparently not. 

“These are the personal 
and private possessions of 
people who have left them 
at a memorial in good faith 
that they won’t be de¬ 
stroyed. It’s disgusting.” 

There has also been 
a big response on social

media, with some people on 
Sandwell Council’s Face- 
book page even offering to 
volunteer to clean up or pa¬ 
trol the graveyard. 

Wendy Gadd wrote: “So 
senseless, I went down to 
check my mom and dad’s 
memorial. It was fine, but 
the devastation caused to 
those who have been dam¬ 
aged is unthinkable.” 

Lee Bromley said: “Vile 
cretins. What kind of person 
would vandalise the memo¬ 
rials of loved ones who have 
passed? Disgusting and 
senseless crime and hope 
the perps are caught soon.” 

Halesowen and Row- 
ley Regis MP James Mor¬ 
ris added his voice to the 
anger of residents. He said: 
“This is the latest in a sick 
series of attacks on graves 
and thefts at Rowley Regis 
cemetery. There is a clear 
need for the security to be 
stepped up and for increased 
patrols in the area.” 

Sandwell Council’s leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “This is such an hor¬ 
rendous crime, and I would 
like to put out an appeal - if 
anyone has got any infor¬ 
mation in relation to who’s 
done this, or even if you are 
the individuals concerned, 
could those people come 
forward.” Concerned family 
members can call 0121 569 
6700 for more information.

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Geese cull cause is gathering pace 


MORE than 4,000 people are calling 
for the end of a controversial geese 
cull across Sandwell parks. 

Figures from the authority show 
220 Canadian geese have been 
culled in three instances over the 
past two years, spending £550 on 
each operation. The geese have been 
taken from Victoria Park in Tipton 
and Dartmouth Park in West Brom¬ 
wich as it attempts to keep numbers 
under control. Images of the usher¬ 


ing of the birds into vans earlier this 
year sparked uproar from activists, 
with two petitions now having been 
launched. An online petition al¬ 
ready has more than 2,500 names to 
it, with signatories from across the 
world, while a paper version being 
signed locally has 1,520 names to it. 

Ian Carroll, from Sandwell Swan- 
watch, is organising the campaign. 
He said: “I’m concerned that with 
a click of a button they can wipe 


out this many birds’ lives. It costs 
the voluntary sector a great deal 
of money to rehabilitate birds in 
Sandwell parks, so I find the cost to 
cull these geese scandalous. I don’t 
believe that there was any justifica¬ 
tion for this cull at all, they haven’t 
presented any evidence of damage 
to the parks yet..” 

Mr Carroll said he intends to 
present the paper petition to a scru¬ 
tiny panel at Sandwell Council next 


year, before any further decisions 
are made on future culls. 

He wants to see scrutiny into the 
decisions made so far, to challenge 
‘misconceptions’ about the bird. 

Sandwell Council has previously 
said the cull was undertaken for 
health and safety and environmen¬ 
tal reasons, after ‘repeated com¬ 
plaints and real concerns’ from park 
users, including parents of young 
children.

AN investigation into al¬ 
leged ‘inappropriate action’ 
by a senior councillor in the 
sale of publicly owned land 
will be ‘independent’ the 
authority’s leader has said.

Councillor Hussain has 
denied any suggestion of 
wrongdoing.

Cooper said: “We cannot 
continue to have a blogger 
making ambiguous state¬ 
ments about members of the 
council.” 

He said the council’s audit 
service would be in charge of 
the investigation. “They are 
independent from the rest 
of the council. No council 
members will be involved. ” 

But UKIP councillor 
Philip Garrett said: “I would 
prefer the investigation to 
be completely independent 
of the council. 

“It needs to be so when 
it is looking at someone as 
high up as a deputy leader.” 


to boost pupil numbers. 

The school, which was 
rated as outstanding by Of- 
sted last year, received fund¬ 
ing from the Government’s 
Priority Schools Building 
programme in 2012. 

Under the programme, 
more than 250 extra school 
places will be created in 
Sandwell as part of the £15 
million scheme. Now pro¬ 
posals to build a new school 
and demolish the existing 
buildings have been lodged 
with Sandwell Council. 

Lessons will continue 
to be held in the current 
school building while the 
new two-storey site is con¬ 
structed. The new school 
will be built within around 
nine weeks by builders 
using pre-fabricated panels. 

On the ground floor there 
will be a nursery room, two 
reception classrooms and a 
further four teaching rooms. 

The main hall and a stu¬ 
dio space will be created 
within the ground floor of 
the school, based off Wolse- 
ley Road. On the new first 
floor there would be eight 
classrooms, a music room 
and staff facilities including 
a rest room and offices. 

Once building work is 
completed, staff will move 
lessons inside the new class¬ 
rooms. 

Work will then start to 
demolish the existing single 
storey building on another 
part of the site. 

New sports facilities are 
going to be created on the 
landscaped site once demo¬ 
lition work is complete. 

This is going to including 
four netball pitches, two 
mini-football pitches and a 
60m-long athletics track.

THIRTEEN operations had to be rear¬ 
ranged as NHS staff went on strike over 
pay for the first time in more than 30 years. 

Picket lines formed at Sandwell Hospital, 
Rowley Regis Hospital and City Hospital for 
Monday’s industrial action which involved 
six unions, including Unison and Unite. 

The strikes meant five theatre sessions 
involving the 13 patients had to be post¬ 
poned. A spokesman for Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospital NHS Trust said: 
“We have taken the decision to reschedule 
five out of our 16 planned theatre sessions 
which effects 13 patients, to whom we have 
apologised.” 

Meanwhile, a number of volunteers were 


on hand in Sandwell and Rowley Regis to 
help with handing out breakfasts and other 
services, but only two were required. An¬ 
other list of operations was held until later 
in the day and some planned maternity care 
had to be reorganised. 

John Hancock, a Unison steward who 
works for the Black Country Mental Health 
Partnership Foundation Trust, was on the 
picket line at Sandwell Hospital. 

“We are not militant, and it’s not that we 
don’t care, and if patients were affected we 
wouldn’t be here. We would like fair pay for 
all NHS workers. Strength of feeling is high 
and the strike is one of the few ways that we 
have to make our feelings known,” he said. 


Gurdwara 
ex-leader 
dies at 70

THE former president of 
the Smethwick Gurdwara, 
which was the first in the 
country, has died. 

Daljit Singh Shergill 
served the Sikh commu¬ 
nity in the area for 25 years 
as president of the Guru 
Nanak Gurdwara in Smeth¬ 
wick. His daughter, Council¬ 
lor Preet Gill, paid tribute to 
Mr Shergill, who died on Oc¬ 
tober 6, aged 70, saying his 
death is a huge loss for her 
family and the community. 

She said: “He was a man 
that believed whatever skills 
you had, if you could give 
back to the community then 
that was your duty and that 
how he was.” 

Mr Shergill died in his 
sleep following a stroke. 

As well as Councillor 
Gill, he also leaves behind 
children Susan, Raj, Beki, 
Narinder, Gursevek and 
Onkar, and 15 grandchil¬ 
dren. He is also survived by 
his wife, Kuldip, who is 64. 

Councillor Gill added: 
“He was an active Labour 
party member. He was a 
leader and a visionary and 
did a lot for the youth. He 
set up the Smethwick Young 
Community Centre. 

“In the 1970s he was a 
weightlifting champion, and 
also helped set up the Sikh 
Games, which were held at 
Sandwell Country Valley 
Park.”

Selvey from Badgers 
Bank Road in Four Oaks, 
pleaded guilty to robbery at 
an earlier hearing and was 
sentenced at Birmingham 
Crown Court on October 6. 

Blackspot 
work starts 

WORK to get revamp a no¬ 
torious accident blackspot 
in Sandwell has got under 
way. Traffic lights have been 
installed at the junction of 
Hagley Road West and Gal- 
ton Road in Bearwood. 

Twenty-one people have 
been injured in crashes 
at the junction over the 
past five years. Most of the 
crashes involved vehicles 
which were turning right 
into Galton Road from Hag- 
ley Road West. 

The new plan would see 
traffic controlled on the dual 
carriageway, a major route 
into Birmingham from the 
Black Country. 


Crime crackdown off to a 'fantastic start' 


A SIX-WEEK crackdown on crime and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour has got off to a fantastic 
start, say police as the results of a series of 
operations were revealed. 

Safer 6 has been focusing on Tipton and 
Rowley Regis with police and council bosses 
aiming to tackle a range of issues. 

Officers from the police and the council 
have been working together to target crime 
and nuisance behaviour. 

So far the annual campaign has seen po¬ 
lice execute a drugs warrant at a home in 
Whitehouse Street, Tividale, which led to 


a person being charged with possession of 
Class A and B drugs with intent to supply. 

Police have also made two arrests for 
numerous bilking and driving offences, fol¬ 
lowing an operation at a petrol station in 
Dudley Port. Officers checked 3,700 vehi¬ 
cles during automatic number plate recog¬ 
nition (ANPR) operations, seizing five. 

And patrols were also carried out around 
Tividale and Burnt Tree primary schools 
aimed at reducing nuisance parking. 

Council trading standards officers and 
police - aided by sniffer dogs Phoebe and 


Scamp from BWY Canine - seized around 
£38,000 of suspected counterfeit and smug¬ 
gled tobacco from premises in the West Bro¬ 
mwich area. 

This included nearly 70,000 cigarettes 
and 17.4kg of hand-rolled tobacco. They 
also seized 30 bottles of suspected smug¬ 
gled and counterfeit spirits from two shops 
in Tividale. Council property officers vis¬ 
ited 58 empty private homes in Oldbury, to 
check they were secure and continue look¬ 
ing at ways to get them back into use. 

Council wardens seized alcohol 16 times, 


including four times from under-18s, and 
issued a dog fouling fine. 

They also tackled anti-social behaviour, 
dealt with two truants in Barnford Park 
and began probes into eight abandoned ve¬ 
hicles found in the area. 

Sgt Gary Capewell, from Oldbury Neigh¬ 
bourhood Policing Team, said: “We have 
had a fantastic week of targeted action with 
a strong partnership approach. We have 
seen some really positive results which com¬ 
plements our ongoing fight against crime 
and anti-social behaviour in Oldbury.” 


Thousands falling foul to 
problems of demon drink 


MORE than 378,000 people in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire ended up in hospi¬ 
tal or needing NHS care due to drinking, in a 
single year, shocking new figures show. 

And almost a quarter of a million of those had to 
go to A&E because of alcohol-related problems. Lat¬ 
est figures show that in one year, 399 people died of 
causes related to the demon drink in Staffordshire,. 


Meanwhile m Sandwell 
the number of deaths due 
to alcohol were 161, 142 in 
Dudley, 119 in Walsall and 
115 in Wolverhampton. 

The wider West Midlands 
saw around one million peo¬ 
ple end up requiring some 
form of healthcare because 
of drink - 10 per cent of all 
the cases in England, ac¬ 
cording to charity Alcohol 
Concern. 

Across the four Black 
Country boroughs and 
Staffordshire, there were 
378,608 attendances at hos¬ 
pital, either as inpatients, 
outpatients or at A&E, with 
243,035 of those needing 
emergency treatment. 

In Sandwell, where it 
costs £74 per adult to cover 
alcohol-related healthcare, 
there were 41,598 cases of 
people going to A&E out of 
61,620 attendances at hospi¬ 
tal - the highest in the Black 
Country. 

Wolverhampton had 
54,459 people in one year 
who required treatment for 
a drink-related condition, 
including 38,305 who had 
to go to A&E, and taxpayers 
forked out £69 on average 
for every single case.

Walsall had 48,467 at¬ 
tendances, 31,662 of them 
in A&E, with an average 
cost of £65 per person, while 
Dudley had 53,688 hospital 
attendances, 31,355 in A&E 
and an average cost of £65. 

Alcohol Concern chief ex¬ 
ecutive Jackie Ballard said: 
“The NHS is now facing an 
intolerable strain from alco¬ 
hol-related illnesses. This is 
not just from readily-identi- 
fiable causes such as A&E 
visits and admissions for 
liver disease, but from a 
significant number of other 
conditions in which alcohol 
plays a major, but often un¬ 
der-appreciated part. 

“We need to ensure ade¬ 
quate alcohol care pathways 
are prioritised and appropri¬ 
ate services are put in place. 

“However, we also ur¬ 
gently need action to pre¬ 
vent alcohol misuse; the 
first and most effective of 
which is for the Government 
to implement a minimum 
unit price, which has the po¬ 
tential to save the economy 
millions, and most impor¬ 
tantly save lives.”

Tragedy after sofa is 
set alight by heater 


AN investigation is under way after a man 
died when a sofa he was sleeping on caught 
fire after a heater burst into flames. 

Neighbours have told how the man, known as lo¬ 
cally as Jerry, woke up on the burning couch, but was 
unable to escape his flat. Firefighters discovered the 
man dead on the ground floor of his large three-sto¬ 
rey home in Beeches Road, West Bromwich. 


West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service were called, 
but were turned away by 
police, who said the man, 
believed to be in his 50s, had 
died. Helen Clarke, aged 26, 
lives in a house next door. 

She said: “We saw all the 
emergency services come 
to the house and wondered 
what was going on. 

“We were then told that 
Jerry had died, it shocked 
everyone. Some of us had 
only seen him earlier in the 
day.” 

She added: “I knew him 
as a neighbour. We would 
say hello, everyone knew 
him because he was always 
about. He was a nice guy, 
it’s a shame what hap¬ 
pened.” 

A 21-year-old man, who 
did not wish to be named, 
said: “I had gone to drop 
something off at my broth¬ 
er’s house next door when 
I saw him through the 
window on the sofa on the 
evening before he died. 

“He looked fine, I couldn’t 
believe it when I heard what 
happened. 

“He was a nice man, some¬ 
one who liked his drink, but

always friendly and enjoyed 
a laugh.” He added: “I heard 
he fell asleep on the sofa 
and the fire spread from 
a heater. The room was 
taken over by smoke and he 
couldn’t get out.” 

Sandwell Councillor Ian 
Jones, executive member for 
the economy, said a council 
officer’s report had said the 
man had tried to escape 
through a window before he 
died. 

Councillor Jones said: 
“It is upsetting, any loss of 
life is tragic. Reading about 
what happened is particu¬ 
larly sad. My thoughts go 
out to his family.” 

Firefighters managed to 
conceal the fire to the apart¬ 
ment, before leaving the 
scene in the early hours of 
the morning. 

Investigators confirmed 
the blaze was accidental, 
after being started by an 
electric heater and spread 
to a sofa. 

The fire and police ser¬ 
vices have now handed the 
investigation to the coroner.

Borough 
offers of 
free IVF 
cut back 

THE number of free cycles 
of IVF treatment offered 
to couples in Sandwell has 
been halved. 

The Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group said it 
wanted to bring the borough 
in line with Birmingham. 

Patients living in 
Sandwell currently have 
two rounds free on the NHS 
but patients in Birmingham 
only have one. 

The reduction from two 
to one cycles will come into 
force in May 2016. Andrew 
Willians, of Sandwell and 
West Birmingham CCG, 
said: “The guidance we have 
been given is that we should 
not be committing to more 
than one cycle.” 

Members of Sandwell 
Council’s health scrutiny 
committee had argued for 
couples to have two rounds. 

Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan said: “We fought for two 
rounds because that is what 
we believe couples want.” 

A consultation on the 
plans took place earlier 
this year. According to the 
survey 78 per cent of all re¬ 
spondents agreed that the 
policy for IVF treatment 
needed to be consistent. The 
results showed that 34 per 
cent agreed with only one 
cycle being offered while 48 
per cent wanted to increase 
the number of free rounds.

NEW standards in mental 
health services have been 
welcomed by an MP chair¬ 
ing an influential commit¬ 
tee. 

James Morris, who repre¬ 
sents Halesowen and Row- 
ley Regis, said the health 
and care system had been 
‘stacked against’ people 
with mental health prob¬ 
lems for too long.

A PET owner has landed a 
£420 court bill after failing 
to pick up after his dog.

NEITHER Labour or the Tories 
want to approach the next elec¬ 
tion thinking about a coalition. 
The problem is, with the opinion 
polls still so close after the party 
conference season, they don’t 
really have a choice. 

The Conservatives finally got 
themselves a lead for the first 
time in two years. But it’s hard¬ 
ly a done deal. For all their at¬ 
tempts to portray Ed Miliband 
as another Michael Foot, his 
conference speech was not the 
second longest suicide note in 
history. 

He forgot to mention the econ¬ 
omy and immigration, and that’s 
bad. Even so, what the Tories 
gained was a lead of only a cou¬ 
ple of points, despite their own 
policies and announcements be¬ 
ing generally well received. 

David Winnick has been an MP 
for a very long time. And now the 
member for Walsall North wants 
his party colleagues to put out of 
their minds any prospect of hav¬ 
ing to cosy up to anyone else. 
He may be pushing for a majority 
but the question has arisen now 
as it did four years ago. 

Some people who voted Lib¬ 
eral Democrat might have done 
so believing there was a chance 
they would form a coalition with 
one of the others. Many didn’t. 

Now, the party’s dwindling 
number of supporters are left in 
no doubt that Nick Clegg is tid¬ 
ing to stay in government with 
one or other of the two bigger 
parties. 

And just as many Lib Dems 
didn’t vote for the Tories, neither 
did Conservative voters put their 
X in the box expecting to have 
a party they didn’t back taking 
some of the key roles. 

The next election will see 
the parties have to campaign 
against each other but not do 
so with such bad blood left be¬ 
tween them that they burn their 
bridges. So it is an important 
and perfectly reasonable set of 
questions for voters to be ask¬ 
ing of their MPs and candidates: 
Who could you work with? 

Have party leaders on both 
sides of the Atlantic painted 
themselves into a corner when it 
comes to tackling Islamic State? 

Wolverhampton South East 
MP Pat McFadden questions 
what may happen by ruling out 
‘boots on the ground’ the way 
they have done. He wrote: “Is 
war weariness pushing the West 
back into an unwitting adoption 
of the Vietnam doctrine of es¬ 
calation by degree rather than 
using overwhelming force which 
replaced it? 

“For our leaders haunted by 
the recent experience of Iraq 
and Afghanistan it is worth re¬ 
membering, the past did not be¬ 
gin in 2003.” 

The difficulty is it’s not that 
long since British forces left Iraq. 
And they’re only now leaving 
Afghanistan after 13 troubled 
years. It doesn’t make it right to 
hold off on saving people from 
modern-day barbarians. But it 
does make it all the more diffi¬ 
cult to take the country with you.

Olden Goldie and 


the birth of hip hop 


Martin Jones, with his e-book of his memories of the hip hop music scene 


ALICE CHARLES looks at 
one man’s central role dur¬ 
ing the birth of the UK hip 
hop scene - Martin Jones 

ALMOST every musical style 
in the modern charts can trace 
its roots back in some way to 
early hip hop. 

Pop, rap, grime and dance - all 
can thank the influence of the coun¬ 
try’s hip hop pioneers in some form 
or another. 

And one man was at the heart of that 
early movement in the Black Country 
in the 1980s - Martin Jones, from Sedg- 
ley, who forged a career and a business 
for himself that began on the edge of 
Sandwell, and was immersed in the hip 
hop culture of the 1980s. 

Now, so critical are his memories and 
images of the growth of hip hop in that 
era that he has catalogued and repro¬ 
duced them. Featuring more than 100 
images, Zulu Dawn - The Early Years 
of UK Hip Hop is now available as an 
e-book and is deemed of such importance 
that the Heritage Lottery Fund granted 
£70,000 towards the work. 

The few hard copies of the book that 
are currently in existence are kept at 
the Dudley Archives Centre, next to 
the Black Country Living Museum, and 
other archives across the country. 

Mr Jones spent years photographing 
his acts and the pictures he took fol¬ 
low the formation of the first UK break 
dance crews, as they introduced various 
cultural forms from America including 
body-popping, break dancing, graffiti art, 
rapping and deejaying. “Fve been in the 
process of scanning and cataloguing all 
the pictures for three months,” he said. 

The book begins in 1978 when Mr 
Jones started work at the Black Patch 
PlayCentre in Foundry Lane, Smeth¬ 
wick. He writes: “The community was, 
and still is, poor working class. Yet the 
children I encountered there were full of 


energy and hope, and despite their dis¬ 
advantages in life were really resilient.” 

To gain this trust, among other 
things, Mr Jones built a disco console 
and started a Friday night dance. He 
added: “While the prevailing music of 
the day was disco, in those early ses¬ 
sions there was a glimpse of the hip 
hop music to come. I remember buy¬ 
ing Chic’s Le Freak and Good Times, 
both of which were later sampled by 
hip hop artists.” Working in and or¬ 
ganising sporting activities Mr Jones 
got to know some of the local youths, 
and formed one of Birmingham’s first 
hip hop street dance groups, The Ace 
Squad, from those attending Hockley 
Port and Hockley Flyover Youth Cen¬ 
tre. He organised body-popping and 
Double Dutch skipping contests. 

A club he created at the MAC in Bir¬ 
mingham grew, and the Ace Squad was 
heading out to perform at gigs across 


the city and Sandwell, before becoming 
professional. 

The photo archive in the book starts 
in September 1983 with a break dance 
battle between the Ace Squad and the 
Smethwick Spades. It chronicles the 
first UK outdoor hip hop festival called 
Thriller in the Park in August 1984, 
held at the MAC, and the culmination 
of the early B Boy scene at the filming 
of the video Electro Rock at the Hippo¬ 
drome in London in March 1985. 

Mr Jones also records how the first 
deejaying was introduced to the Mid¬ 
lands, when one of his Ace Squad crew, 
Devril May, played his extensive col¬ 
lection of 12ins electro records at the 
dance events. Mix tapes were sent to 
Devril by cousins in the US, and he de¬ 
veloped his own ‘scratching’ and ‘cut¬ 
ting’ techniques on his turntables. 

Devril then performed his first pro¬ 
fessional gig at the Ridgeway Club in 


Soho Road, Handsworth. Mr Jones’s 
work in the scene began to get noticed, 
and he started to get requests for art¬ 
ists from around the country, which was 
when he set up the Martin Jones Man¬ 
agement agency. 

From there, some of his signed groups 
started to get national television cover¬ 
age, including on ITV’s Saturday Star- 
ship, and BBCl’s Russell Harty Show 
Bonfire Night Special in 1984. 

A group called The Wild Criminals, 
which at the time featured Goldie, did 
an aerosol art mural live during the film¬ 
ing. He spent six years as Goldie’s agent 
and managery. 

Mr Jones wrote: “The emerging public 
interest in street art following Goldie’s 
successful summer show in Wolver¬ 
hampton led to me finally deciding to 
focus on promoting spray can art as an 
art form through gallery exhibitions and 
outdoor events, and from 1987 onwards 
that is what I did.” 

Following a series of workshops run 
by US graffiti artist Brim, he and Goldie 
and the other B Boys hit it off, and he 
was invited to Wolverhampton to find 
out more about their background. Per¬ 
formances at Heath Town Community 
Centre and outside one of the B Boys’ 
houses in Park Village were filmed by a 
documentary maker following Brim. 

This contact with Brim led directly to 
Goldie heading on a trip to New York 
city in June 1986 to help complete that 
film, and eventually help to launch the 
rapper’s career. 

The e-book can be downloaded now 
from www.blurb.co.uk for £11.99. In the 
meantime Hip Hop Heritage is seeking 
a publisher so the printed book can be 
made available cheaply, while copies 
can be viewed now in the search room 
of Dudley Archives. The full archive of 
Zulu Dawn images may also be viewed 
there.

Dignitaries mark £7m 
leisure centre progress 


A SOD-TURNING ceremony 
marked the continuing pro¬ 
gress of work on a new £7m 
leisure centre, ready for its 
opening next year. 

The plans for Wednesbury Lei¬ 
sure Centre on High Bullen Road 
now include a new sports hall af¬ 
ter a fire in July damaged the pre¬ 
vious one.

The centre will be the fourth new 
leisure facility to open in the borough 
in the last two years, with the new 
£12.5m West Bromwich Leisure Cen¬ 
tre having opened in Moor Street on 
June 2.

Lotto winner in court bid 


A FORMER lorry driver who won 
£15.5 million on the national lottery 
is taking his neighbour to court in a 
bid to settle a bitter boundary dispute 
- for a sum of a few thousand pounds. 

Tom Naylor, who grew up in 
Wednesbury, became the Black Coun¬ 
try’s biggest lottery winner when he 
scooped the bumper jackpot in 2001. 

The 58-year-old lavished chunks of 
his windfall on high powered sports 
cars and property, but in the past two 
years he has become embroiled in a 


row over a 3ft strip of land skirting his 
giant barn conversion near Wheaton 
Aston in Staffordshire. 

Mr Naylor claims Zillar Rahman, 
who owns the Cafe India restaurant to 
the south of his property, demolished 
his boundary fence in April 2012 and 
tampered with a manhole cover that 
sealed a foul drainage system. 

He alleges the damage caused raw 
sewage to flood into his paddock and 
down his driveway. The case is due in 
Stafford County Court early next year.

Survey on 
council tax 
charges 
launched 


A SURVEY which could determine whether 
the poorest in Sandwell have to start paying 
towards their council tax has been launched. 

Sandwell Council could enact new rules next year 
which would see 7,000 of the borough’s most vulner¬ 
able residents forced to pay anything up to £120 per 
year towards their council tax. 


Leaders at the authority 
are considering the move 
after the High Court ruled 
in the summer that they 
could not withhold support 
from people who had lived 
in the borough for less than 
two years. Sandwell Council 
leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper has now launched a 
consultation survey. 

On his blog, he wrote: 
“In short, the Government 
abolished council tax bene¬ 
fit, told councils to come up 
with their own rules on who 
was entitled to a discount, 
and then they cut the money 
available to cover those dis¬ 
counts by 10 per cent. 

“That means there’s a 
shortfall of £1.6 million in 
the money the Government 
gives us to cover the cost of 
council tax discounts.” 

Councillor Cooper and his 
colleagues now want resi¬ 
dents’ views on whether to

introduce charges for the 
borough’s low-earning or 
unemployed residents, or 
take an extra £1.6m out of 
already-stretched budgets, 
which could mean cuts to 
some services. 

The two-year residency 
requirement on anyone 
wanting council tax bill re¬ 
ductions was brought in two 
years ago after the Govern¬ 
ment cut tax benefits. 

The possible introduction 
of council tax charges for the 
poorest has been criticised 
by the Labour-ruled author¬ 
ity’s opponents. Sandwell’s 
only UKIP councillor, Philip 
Garrett said it should take a 
leaf out of Wolverhampton 
City Council’s book and cut 
further senior management 
costs.

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£8.5m campus revamp 
starting to take shape 


THIS is the first glimpse in¬ 
side a revamped college 
campus in Great Barr which 
is undergoing an £8.5 million 
transformation. 

The project to rejuvenate the 
James Watt campus of Birming¬ 
ham Metropolitan College will 
create new teaching space for 
learning radical new courses. 

College bosses want to offer a range 
of qualifications in the growing ‘green’ 
technology industry to students and 
swell the numbers signing up for 
courses. 

Work on the first stage of the revamp 
has included a new reception area, hall 
and learning resources centre with im¬ 
proved access. Now contractors are on 
the main stage of the project to create 
a new teaching building - the Sustain¬ 
able Energy Centre - on the site. 

Accessibility 

Birmingham Metropolitan College 
executive director of estates John 
Starmer said: “The first phase of the 
redevelopment of the James Watt 
Campus in Great Barr is now complete 
and students are benefiting from new 
break out areas as well as brand new 
teaching and learning spaces equipped 
with state of the art IT and digital 
technology. 

“The revamped reception area has 
improved accessibility and we have 
updated the exterior look of the build¬ 
ing with new cladding. Work is ongo¬ 
ing with construction company Speller 
Metcalfe to create our £8.5 million new 
Sustainable Energy Centre which will 
be opening shortly.” 

At the moment there are more than 
2,000 students using the campus - but 
college bosses say this could rise by 15 
per cent in the future. New courses 
will also teach students skills in

Steve Speller, joint-managing di¬ 
rector at Speller Metcalfe, said: “As a 
company with a clear focus on sustain¬ 
ability we understand the importance 
of building for the future and it is fan¬ 
tastic that the college is really consid¬ 
ering their environmental impact.”

Wife Gill adds: “He’d seen the stones in 
the papers about how other people had their 
problems sorted out and had also done a lot 
of internet research.” 


Lew, aged 67, of Wednesfield, was cared 
for by Steven Burchell Dip CDT RCS(Eng) 
GDC108353, principal at the Denture Clinic 
and Jonathon Pugh BDS MSc (Implant 
Dentistry) GDC 62663, principal of Total 
Implant Solutions in Tettenhall Road, 
Wolverhampton. 

Friendly staff 

The two clinicians share a long-standing 
working relationship. 

Says Lew: ”1 was using a bucket-load of 
fixative just to keep my teeth in. They’d be 
okay for half-an-hour and then they’d be 
dancing all over the place. 


“My top denture wasn’t too bad, but the 
lower moved all around with eating and 
laughing was risky. I’d had the trouble for 
years - every time I’d have a bit of tough 
steak, I was done for. 

“I was a bit apprehensive, but I need not 
have been. I had two implants to stabilise 
my lower denture and I never felt a thing. 
I expected a lot of discomfort, but after a 
couple of days I was absolutely fine. 

“Steve made me the over-dentures for the 
bottom and a new top set of teeth. They 
are absolutely great. Nothing was too much 
trouble for any of the friendly staff and going 
to see Steve was a pleasure. 

“Going to the dentist had never been 


so good and I am over the moon with the 
results.” 

On his star role in Grimefighters, Lew 
recalls: “There were some funny moments. 
We’d had a call to pick up a dead cat in 
Penfields. They said the animal was on the 
end of a drive. I looked everywhere and 
couldn’t see it. 

“There was a charity collection going on 
in the road where people had left clothing in 
bags for pick up. By the time I’d found out 
that the cat had been put into one of them, 
it had been collected by the chanty and the 
van was disappearing down the road. 

“Somebody was gong to get a surprise,” 
adds Lew with a wry smile.

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Going bake 
in time at 
the living 
museum 

WITH The Great British 
Bake Off helping to reignite 
the nation’s love of baking, 
the Black Country Living 
Museum is showing how it 
was done in days gone by, 
with a bakery made mostly 
from components from an 
Oldbury business. 

Every day bread is baked 
in the coal fired cast-iron 
oven with visitors given 
the chance to watch the 
baker at work. The demon¬ 
strations, carried out by 
costumed guides, show how 
this staple of the diet was 
made and prove popular 
with visitors. 

Abby Bird, of the mu¬ 
seum, said: “Bread was an 
essential component of the 
working class diet during 
the 19th century, with a 
much larger proportion of 
wages spent on loaves than 
today. 

“Our on-site bakery al¬ 
lows visitors to see the 
process of how it was made 
from start to finish, using 
nothing but coal-fired 
ovens and a lot of elbow 
grease - just as it would 
have been.” 

The coal-fired bakery 
from Oldbury is repre¬ 
sentative of the small in¬ 
dependent bakeries once 
an important part of every 
town during the Victorian 
and early 20th century 
eras. 

In Wednesbury alone 
there were 31 bake houses 
in the 1920s. The muse¬ 
um’s bakery, which dates 
back to around 1844, con¬ 
tinued in business until 
1952 when last baker Sam¬ 
uel Harvey retired.

A PET owner from Oldbury has landed a £420 
court bill after failing to pick up after his dog. 
It is the latest court prosecution in Sandwell 
Council’s ‘zero tolerance’ dog fouling effort. 

And it follows news that wardens have fined al¬ 
most 60 people since a hard-hitting poster campaign 
launched in February. Chris Price, aged 29, of Alfred 
Gunn House, Thompson Road, was found guilty of 


failing to clean up after 
his dog on March 19. 

The incident took place in 
the grounds of Alfred Gunn 
House itseld and he was 
identified from CCTV foot¬ 
age, initially he was issued 
with a fixed penalty notice 
of £75. He did not pay so the 
council took him to court. 

The case was proved in 
his absence at Black Coun¬ 
try Magistrates’ Court on 
September 23 and he was 
fined £200 and ordered to 
pay £200 in costs and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, Sandwell Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for highways 
and environment said: “Dog 
fouling is disgusting, looks 
horrible, is a serious health 
hazard and costs taxpayers 
money to clean up. 

“We refuse to put up with 
it any longer and hope this 
sends out a firm message to 
all irresponsible dog owners. 
The vast majority of people 
pay the £75 fine - but this 
case is a reminder that we 
will take those who don’t

pay to court where they are 
likely to receive a much big¬ 
ger fine.” 

“The vast majority of dog 
walkers are responsible - 
and we’ve been helping 
them out by giving out free 
dog mess bags.

“I got her started on per¬ 
cussion and then I taught 
her how to sing backing 
harmonies.” 

Brett had a burgeoning 
music career in the early 
2000s, and even had ad¬ 
miring glances from record 
company EMI, but after 
his father suddenly fell ill 
he quit the business. They 
performed at the NEC in 
the first round of the com¬ 
petition recently and were 
put through to the regional 
finals on November 22.

Shooting star Ryan aiming for gold medal 



HE has shown unbelievable courage 
in the face of adversity - and seven 
years on from an accident that left him 
paralysed, target shooter Ryan Cock- 
bill is setting his sights on Paralympic 
gold in Brazil. 

The 23-year-old from Great Barr came 
17th and 21st in two events at the Lon¬ 
don Paralympic Games and, thanks to the 
support of his family and the public, he is 
training to go one better in Rio de Janeiro 
in 2016. 

Last week, the former Aldridge School pupil’s 
mother Karen launched a £3,000 fundraiser for a 
new German Navy rifle to suit his disability, while 
also forging ahead with the sale of her and ex-hus¬ 
band Andrew’s home. 

The family will move into a new home in 
Ryan competes in the air rifle at Aldridge, along with his grandmother Sheila 
the London 2012 Paralympics Lever, who is selling her home to join them. 


Meanwhile, Ryan is training three to four 
times a week at Aldersley Sports Village in Wol¬ 
verhampton, while also joining up with his GB 
colleagues several times a month at Stoke Man- 
deville in Aylesbury. 

He hopes to improve in time for the season re¬ 
start in January and then aims to be picked for 
the Paralympic games squad for the competition 
in two years. 

He said: “I’m always going to be aiming for the 
top, whether that be getting as fit as I can or going 
for gold in Rio - my injury changed my outlook on 
life, I try and do my best at everything now. After 
what happened and the injuries I suffered, I have 
even surprised myself a bit on what I have done 
since“While you think it might quieten me down, 
my life has never been busier. And it is partly 
down to the support of my family and others that 
I have done what I have. Their help makes me 
want to try harder.” 

Ryan suffered a compression fracture of his 
spine - leaving him paralysed from the chest 


down after he jumped into a pool at a friend’s 
house in 2006. 

Despite being restricted to a wheelchair, he 
picked up shooting during a sports day organised 
while he was in hospital. He said: “My passion 
was cooking, but unfortunately I was unable to 
follow that up, so having something else to con¬ 
centrate on was important. I naturally progressed 
to competition level and was asked for a trial and 
then accepted on to the GB team - it has gone on 
from there really.” 

Ryan’s mother’s fundraising appeal is for an 
Anschutz German rifle, which costs £3,000. Mrs 
Cockbill, aged 51, hopes to raise the cash through 
some upcoming events and donations. 

The housing association worker and ex-hus¬ 
band Mr Cockbill, 54, are selling their home to 
raise cash for their son’s Paralympic training. 
They also need to help pay for the 24-hour care 
for their son. Their bid to fund their son was not 
helped when they lost an appeal for a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound compensation payout for their son.

PREVIOUSLY unsung Black Country heroes have been 
at Buckingham Palace to collect their honours as part of 
the Queen’s birthday list. Headteacher Gillian Cartwright, 
from Old Park School in Brierley Hill, was handed her OBE 
by HM the Queen in the auspicious ceremony last week. 

Mrs Cartwright, from Stourbridge, received her honour 
for services to education after she took over at the helm of 
the school when it was in special measures in 2002, but has 
since steered it to its second ‘outstanding’ rating. 

She said: “It was an amazing experience I have to say. 
The Queen was lovely, wonderful, she was very interested 
in hearing about the school, the children, and I told her 
how pleased the children were that I was going to meet 
her. It was a really, really lovely experience.” She dedicated 
her honour to the staff, governors, children and parents at 
Old Park. She added: “It was very nerve-racking, we were 
all nervous, but the people there really made you feel com¬ 
fortable.” Also at the palace was Irene Ellis, of St Stephens 
Road, West Bromwich, who has been given an MBE for 
services to the community in Smethwick. 

The grandmother-of-one became a member of the Albion 
Tenants and Residents Association 14 years ago and was 
involved in forming a youth club on the Albion estate, and 
launching an All Nations Steel Band for youngsters. 

Ms Ellis was also involved in overseeing a £4 million 
housing refurbishment programme on the Albion estate 
and managed to secure a base where people could get ad¬ 
vice on benefits, attend clubs and take part in youth club 
activities. She has also been chairwoman of the North 
Smethwick Development Board Trust for the past several 
years which has helped to organise after school clubs. 

Electrical ads board 
sparks fire at theatre 

A FAULTY electrical advertising board sparked a fire at 
Birmingham Hippodrome. Smoke from the blaze, which 
broke out on the mezzanine floor, activated the theatre’s 
sprinklers. 

The water quickly extinguished the fire before it could 
spread any further. Firefighters from Highgate were called 
to the theatre at around 6.20am on Saturday. 

Nine firefighters spent two hours at the scene helping to 
clear up around 5,000 litres of water - some of which had 
poured into the theatre’s lobby. 

Theatre staff then worked quickly to clean up ahead of 
two performances by the Birmingham Royal Ballet, which 
went ahead as planned. 

Dave Clark, from Highgate Fire Station, said: “The fire 
was caused by an electrical advertising hoarding which had 
a fault. It caused the sprinklers to activate which stopped 
the fire.” The theatre said on Twitter that there had been 
‘minimal damage’ caused by the fire.

Secret history of waterways is 
brought to life by canals expert 


AS the industrial revolution took 
hold in the 18th century, canals 
spawned a radical new transport 
that became the arteries of the 
national economy. 

Now, hundreds of years later, after 
being rescued from decline and ne¬ 
glect, the region’s network is experi¬ 
encing a rejuvenation as a place of lei¬ 
sure and recreation. 

In his new book called Waterways of the 
West Midlands, Robert Davies, formerly of 
Tipton, delves into the unexplored history 
surrounding the great West Midland canal 
network. 

Through interviews with some of the 
last great boatmen, he reveals a new in¬ 
sight into its fascinating history including 
intriguing places and people. The 60-year- 
old’s interest in the inland waterways was 
first sparked 20 years ago when, after being 
off work ill, he learned about the early years 
of the canals from a friend. 

Growing up in Tipton, he says he ‘could

not miss’ the canals and had always been a 
familiar element of life in the Black Coun¬ 
try. “The West Midlands has made and 
continues to make a huge contribution to 
the story of the inland waterways of Great 
Britain,” he said. 

“Yes, the Birmingham Canal Navigations 
(BCN) has lost some of its original water¬ 
ways, and that is a sad fact, but it is still 
an amazing place to visit, and its history is 
rich and varied. 

“Add that to the other great associated 
waterways - the Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
tershire; the Worcester and Birmingham; 
the Trent and Mersey; and of course, the 
River Severn, and you have enough water¬ 
ways to spend a lifetime exploring.” 

The book starts off looking at the Stour- 
port and its origin as a canal town. “Stour- 
port is my first choice because, in 1772, that 
is where James Brindley placed the termi¬ 


nus of his Staffordshire and Worcestershire 
(S&W) Canal; and what a treasure that 
town has been for more than 200 years,” 
he said. 

Mr Davies also looks at some canal pio¬ 
neers as he traces the reasons for their cre¬ 
ation. “Historical figures are an essential 
part of this book, and such noteworthies as 
Boulton and Watt, John Corbett, and Jo- 
siah Wedgwood add to the tale of how the 
canals came to be and how useful they were 
to the 18th and 19th-century industrialists 
and entrepreneurs,” he said. 

“Of course, contrasted with these wor¬ 
thies are the ordinary working boatmen, 
and I have been fortunate to be able to get 
the life stories of two to add to our under¬ 
standing of the last few decades of the in¬ 
dustrial canal. 

“At a horseboating demonstration at a 
recent boating rally, a young lady volunteer 
was heard to say, ‘That doesn’t look safe. 
I don’t think the canals were designed for 
horses’, prompting older ones to quickly 
put her right: that indeed the canals, and 
especially the towpath were designed for 


horses, just as much as they were made for 
narrowboats.” 

Mr Davies estimates that around 15,000 
horses, mules or donkeys were pulling boats 
on the canals during their heyday. 

The book looks at the links between the 
Stourbridge canal and the glass industry, 
as well as the industry on the Walsall ca¬ 
nals where a man named Jack Haddock 
captured some of its last working days in 
photograph. 

In the book, Mr Haddock explains: “My 
first recollections of Walsall were of a view 
from the balcony of a Corporation tramcar, 
as it rose over the steep hump of narrow 
canal bridge en route to Bloxwich. As you 
approached the bridge, there was the ma¬ 
jestic sight of Pratt’s Flour Mill with its im¬ 
posing height and numerous small windows 
covered in flour dust.” 

Mr Davies describes himself as a part- 
time author and full-time canal enthusi¬ 
ast. This is his fourth book published by 
The History Press, his previous including 
Boats, Smoke, Steam and Folk and Mid¬ 
lands Canal Carriers. The book is £14.99.

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations.

This week we highlight: 

DR SIMON MITCHELL 

‘Ready to go’ ward GP 



CELEBRATING 25 years in 
the medicine, GP Dr Simon 
Mitchell is a welcome face 
on his ward rounds at Rowley 
Regis Hospital. 

Simon is one of the GPs respon¬ 
sible for the care of patients in 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospital NHS Trust’s ‘Ready to 
go’ ward at the community hos¬ 
pital. 

This is the ward for patients who 
are ready to go home, and do not need 
medical treatment. Eliza Tinsley ward 
provides nurse-led care with Simon 
leading GP cover for the 24-bed unit. 
As Executive Partner for ‘Your Health 
Partnership’ - a large GP partnership 
in Sandwell, looking after 36,000 pa¬ 
tients - Simon, aged 47, followed ad¬ 
vice to enter the medical profession 
when it was suggested at a parents’ 
evening when he was a schoolboy. 

Appointed a Director of Sandwell 
PCT in 2007, Simon held the role for 
three years, enabling him to develop 
excellent working relationships with 
both fellow GPs and hospital consult¬ 
ants. He explained: “My motivation is 
to serve the public and look after my 
patients’ health and wellbeing. 

“I regularly see patients with much 
more complicated medical histories 
than GPs would have typically seen 
even five to 10 years ago, as nowa¬ 
days patients can require treatment 
and medication for several serious 
conditions at the same time. To be a 
good doctor is to do the right thing for 
the patient. That does not necessarily 
mean to do what they want, but what 
is best for them. 

“I have a range of roles which see 
me combining duties such as routine 
surgeries with 50 per cent of patients 
suddenly unwell and the other half 
requiring planned care, community 
ward rounds at Rowley hospital, man¬ 


agement of a large GP practice and 
development of digital technology to 
support innovative practice. Recently 
we undertook a pilot of ‘consultation 
by Skype’ and although we experi¬ 
enced some technical difficulties, such 
as the speed of connection and clarity 
of image, it is something that we will 
definitely pursue. The next few years 
will bring some big challenges as we 
have more mergers in the pipeline, 
alongside the anticipation of the new 
Midland Met hospital.” 

Simon served as a doctor in the 
military for seven years, seeing duty 
in Northern Ireland in the early 90s. 
Later in his career in 2004 he recalls 
travelling to New York with former 
Medical Director of Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals, Dr Hugh 
Bradby, on a mission to recruit a num¬ 
ber of Physician Associates to bring 
back to support clinicians in the area. 

This is an important role where the 
associate works under the direction of 


a doctor and is able to take full histo¬ 
ries and make recommendations for 
treatment or follow up tests. 

On their trip, the duo interviewed 
50 hopefuls over five days, and ended 
up recruiting around a dozen qual¬ 
ified staff. He said: “Since then, Bir¬ 
mingham University has established 
a course to train Physician Associates, 
which is great as it means we can now 
recruit on our own doorstep. I believe 
one of the original Physician Asso¬ 
ciates we recruited in America still 
works for the Trust today. That was 
obviously a good appointment!” 

A keen cyclist and runner, Simon 
enjoys exercising his four and a half 
year old Lurcher - Bella. Married with 
three children, Jasmine, 23, Harry, 17 
and Alice, 14, Simon revealed his own 
hero is his physiotherapist wife Fiona. 
He explained: “I am incredibly lucky 
that Fiona is so supportive, and that 
she has adapted her career to enable 
me to fully pursue mine.”

THERE is an urban myth that 
men can’t multi-task. 

Well word of mouth is one of the 
most in-demand musicians around 
at the moment, Seth Lakeman, 
blows that ideology out of the wa¬ 
ter.

Okay, maybe we’re being a bit too 
harsh. After all, the housing market 
is a nightmare at the moment - and 
the folk we’re about to meet in the 
property guru’s latest TV effort know 
this only too well. In fact, desperate 
times call for desperate measures. 

As Sarah will explain, the way we 
sell our houses is changing, and by 
2020, it’s predicted that half of the 
UK’s house sales may be done 
online. Property websites are now 
getting billions of hits every year, 
and pioneer homeowners are 
shunning the services of the 
country’s 15,000 traditional estate 
agents and instead signing up with 
online estate agents to sell their 


homes - all in the hope they will 
save thousands of pounds in fees. 
But is this the right way to go? 

Sarah is making it her mission in 
this new series to find out the 
answer to that question, as she 
meets ordinary homeowners who 
are taking on the challenge of selling 
their homes in this way. She will also 
be offering her practical advice to 
those who are struggling to sell in 
these difficult times.

She isn’t able to 
maintain her listed country cottage, 
and is desperate to sell up after her 
recent divorce. 

Meanwhile, over in Nottingham, 
we meet the Watsons. They bought 
their four-bedroom semi-detached 
house in a bidding war five years 
ago, but are now facing selling at a 
loss.

Historic Kenrick's site 
goes under the hammer 



The Kenrick’s site with the iconic clock tower and its conical spire 


ONE of the most iconic com¬ 
pany buildings in the Black 
Country is up for auction to¬ 
day in an event being held by 
Cottons Chartered Surveyors 
at Aston Villa’s Holte Suite. 

A total of 53 lots are going under 
the auctioneer’s hammer, includ¬ 
ing offices and the warehouse for 
world-renowned manufacturer of 
metal goods - Kenrick’s. 

The family-run business opened the 
vast premises in 1878 and since then it 
has become a landmark for users of the 
M5, with the clock tower featuring a 
spire, and it known as part of the gate¬ 
way to Sandwell. 

Cottons, based at 361, Hagley Road 
in Birmingham, is offering the prem¬ 
ises as part of their monthly property 
auctions of residential and commercial 
properties. 

The owners of the firm who took over 
in 1990, continued to use the site until 
March this year, when they relocated to 
newer premises. 

Buckles 

Archibald Kenrick and Sons started 
life as an iron founder in 1791 manu¬ 
facturing buckles and livery fittings 
from a site in West Bromwich. 

As part of the Spire group, well over 
200 years later, Kenrick’s supplies 
quality window and door hardware to 
the trade market. 

One of the firm’s most recognisable 
products is the Shepherd Castor range 
which was been produced for over 50 
years and is the market leader in its 
field. 

The firm’s continuous development 
programme has seen it come up with 
other innovations over the years, in¬ 
cluding the Excalibur shootbolt in 
2000. 

The site at Spon Lane was initially 


leased over 4,000 square yards, how¬ 
ever this increased to 26 acres more 
in 1818 and a further 25 acres were 
purchased five years later. 

In 1915, at the height of the First 
World War, Kenrick’s produced gre¬ 
nades and shells for the war effort, 
and by 1918 military contracts ac¬ 


counted for 80 per cent of total sales. 
Then in 1940, the firm returned to 
munitions supply, beginning the 
transformation from ironfounding, to 
die casting.

led by Corsa 


The Vauxhall Corsa offers a feel¬ 
ing of quality and solidity that’s 
unparalleled in the supermini 
class at any price. Couple that 
with refreshed styling, a range 
of economical engines and a 
much improved ride and han¬ 
dling set-up and you have a very 
convincing proposition. Small 
wonder sales remain strong. 

The Corsa has always been a safe 
and steady handler, instead drawing 
on its other attributes to impress cus¬ 
tomers. Yes, there is the rip-snorting 
VXR model that has long attempted 
to put one over on the Renaultsport 
Clio, but by and large the Corsa never 
forged much of a reputation as an en¬ 
tertaining steer. 

Vauxhall aims to change that with a raft 
of chassis upgrades on this latest car. 
Revised front suspension means less roll 
when entering corners and better suppres¬ 
sion of bumps. 

The steering has been fettled as well and 
the ESP stability control system has been 
re-tuned to make it smarter and less intru¬ 
sive. 

There’s a huge array of engine choice. 
First up on the petrol menu are the 1.0-litre,

1.2-litre and 1.4-litre units which now pro¬ 
duce 64bhp, 84bhp and 99bhp respective¬ 
ly. The best however is the 189bhp 1.6-litre 
VXR variant. 

Able to hit 60mph in less than seven 
seconds and with a 140mph top speed, it 
doesn’t lack muscle. 

No modern supermini can get by with¬ 
out decent diesel engines and Vauxhall 
fortunately have two at their disposal. The 
128bhp 1.7-litre diesel spearheads the line¬ 
up, with a budget 1.3-litre CDTi acting as 
the entry level option in 74, 89 and 94bhp 
guises. 

The big change that most will notice is 
that the Corsa has, in true celeb style, re¬ 
ceived a new face. 

The old ‘V-grille’ has been replaced by a 


signature chrome bar that stretches across 
the entire front grille, carrying the Grif¬ 
fin badge, while a re-styled front bumper 
gives the Corsa a friendlier look. 

Meriva-style ‘Eagle-Eye’ headlamps with 
chrome finish and daytime running lights 
are fitted and the chrome detailing also ex¬ 
tends to the fog lights. 

A new set of exterior colours is offered 
and the wheels have also come in for a 
redesign with the 18in VXR alloys looking 
particularly purposeful. 

Since its introduction, Vauxhall has con¬ 
tinuously fettled and polished the Corsa, 
turning it from a good car into an outstand¬ 
ing one. 

Those not acquainted with its talents 
may well not recognise quite how far Vaux¬ 
hall has come in developing it and unwit¬ 
tingly choose something inferior instead, 
but the sales figures suggest that, in this 
case at least, the British public know a 
good thing when they see one. 

With solid build quality, sharpened driv¬ 
ing manners, a fresher face and some of 
the most economical engines on offer an¬ 
ywhere, the Corsa more than stacks up. 
Factor in prices which usually undercut far 
less sturdy opposition and it’s a small car 
that needs no excuses. 

Some will baulk at buying a car that’s 
quite so ubiquitous but, on occasion, it’s 
best to shelve the badge snobbery and just 
reward a very good product.

CORSA STING

Ford Focus 
gets update

The Focus is the world’s best-selling car, so 
you could say this update is a bit important 
to Ford. 

Feast your eyes on the new grille in all its shiny chrome-ef¬ 
fect glory, as well as the neater, tauter light cluster designs. 
The interior has had something of a renaissance as well, 
with higher-quality materials and a much better media inter¬ 
face screen. 

Under the bonnet, you can pick new engine options, too, 
with 1.5-litre petrol and diesel options fresh from the test 
bench. Thanks to clever modern tech, the petrol can push 
out as much as 179bhp, while the economical diesel can 
potentially nudge 74mpg. 

Aside from the new grille and the shiny bits, which look 
and feel quite American in the flesh, the Focus has been 
nipped and tucked to create cleaner lines that better flatter 
its ubiquitous shape. The hawkish headlights are a high¬ 
light, and only get prettier the more you look at them. 

As for this car’s image it clearly doesn’t have any popu¬ 
larity issues among British drivers, despite some middling 
scores in reliability and ownership satisfaction surveys. It 
has been sitting pretty at the top of the UK’s sales charts for 
years and shows no sign of slipping. 

The boot is straightforward, with a tyre repair kit beneath 
a single base panel. You don’t get hidden compartments or 
luggage nets as standard. 

There’s a surprising amount of room for two adult rear 
passengers, though, and only people pushing beyond the 
six-foot mark will feel cramped. 

Some might say the front door pockets are a little awk¬ 
wardly shaped, but there are several small cubby holes for 
bits and pieces, including one that’s felt-lined to silence any 
potential rattling. 

The 2015 Focus is a huge step up in terms of perceived 
quality and technology. The chunky seats and robust-feel¬ 
ing control points on this high-end trim grade all ooze stur¬ 
diness. The eight-inch media screen is sharp and intuitive, 
too, although it can get a little crowded at times as the inter¬ 
face tries to squeeze too much on at once. 

A reputation for being the best ‘driver’s car’ in the seg¬ 
ment isn’t entirely justified, with rivals breathing down the 
Focus’ neck more than ever. The ride is really something 
to shout about, though. The heavier 2.0-litre diesel model 
in particular has the composure of a meditating monk on 
bumpy roads. 

While it doesn’t look cheap, Ford dealers can usually 
chop a bit off the asking price. And as the ever-advancing 
march of technology continues buyers can look to cheaper 
models to give them all they really need, as previously ad¬ 
vanced gadgets filter down the range. Modest trim levels 
could be the best value.

WAGES CONTROL 


JEREMY Peace has called for a sys¬ 
tem to stop young footballers blow¬ 
ing their money. 

The call comes as Albion consider raising Sai- 
do Berahino’s wages to more than £20,000-per- 
week. The Baggies chairman wants plans in 
place to help highly-paid youngsters manage 
their finances as Premier League wages con¬ 


tinue to soar. 

His views come as the 
Baggies consider handing 
Berahino a second new con¬ 
tract in less than a year as a 
reward for his flying start to 
the new campaign. 

Manchester United 
youngster Tyler Blackett is 
reportedly set to land a new 
£50,000-a-week deal after 
just 11 first-team starts. 

And teenage Liverpool 
winger Raheem Sterling, 
who complained of burn¬ 
out before England’s Euro 
2016 qualifier in Esto¬ 
nia, seems likely to get a 
£60,000-a-week pay rise in 
the coming months. 

Boosting 

Berahino, whose wages in¬ 
creased from £800-per-week 
to £14,000-per-week last 
December, is on course to be 
offered another new deal in 
the next few months, boost¬ 
ing his weekly pay packet to 
more than £20,000. 

But rocketing salaries 
have led to concerns that 
young players could become 
demotivated and Peace said: 
“My view on young players 
is that it would be a good 
thing to try to protect their 
money in some way. 

“You just hope, when 
any young player is being 
given all this money, that 
the agents or friends are

advising them to put it 
away somewhere safe, so if 
it goes wrong or they have 
an injury, they have some¬ 
thing saved to enjoy when 
they eventually retire. I just 
think there should be some 
mechanism in place so all 
the money they earn is not 
spent.” 

There are precedents for 
such systems, with Dutch 
clubs setting up trust funds 
which ring-fencing wages. 

Peace said: “I remember 
one player here who came 
with nothing and went 
out with nothing. He had 
earned quite a lot of money 
in the years he was with us 
and really had nothing to 
show for it. 

“A tragedy really, and the 
figures for Premier League 
salaries are getting bigger 
and bigger. For the man in 
the street, it is a hell of a lot 
of money.” 

• Albion star Joleon Le- 
scott has thanked Baggies 
fans for his warm welcome 
at The Hawthorns despite 
his past career with arch-ri¬ 
vals Wolves. 

Lescott said he was “over 
the moon” with the reaction 
from Albion supporters to 
his first three games.
